transported free of charge. The Oregon 
Hallway and Navigation Company has 
a larg«> number of "men at work re- 
pairing the damage to Its tracks and 
roadbed, which was almost destroyed 
for ten miles along 
"Willows 
creek. 
Hundreds of people who have relatives 
and friends In Heppner have gone to 
the assistance of the Injured or to help 
bury the dead. Every town wRhin a 
radius of 200 miles of Heppner 
has 
started a relief fund and large quan- 
tities of supplies are now on the way.

woman's testimony. 


SKULL IN EVIDENCE. 


The story to'ld by Mrs. Ross on the 


witness stand was practically thr- same 
as when she informed the police of the 
murder nearly a month after it bad 
happened.

She was put on the stand shortly af-

10 o'clock and questioned until 


noon v>'hen a recess was taken and the 
examination resumed at -two oVlock.

performed the autopsy on the body of 
Mrs. Leroy, was put on the st.tnd at 
the conclusion of Mrs. Ross' examina- 
tion in tho afternoon.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 16.—The 


sixteenth session of the head camp of. 
Modern Woodmen of America began 
here today. After the welcoming ad- 
dress, to which Lieutenant Governor 
Northoott of Illinois responded, 
the 


convention took up the regular order ol 
business. 


In the report of Head Consul W. A. 


Northcott, touching on the-admisslon of 
large cities to the 'Woodmen Jurisdic- 
tion, the head consul says: 


"The chief objection to the admission 


of large cities heretofore has been the 
difficulty in selecting the proper risks. 
There is no question but there'S.re lots 
of splendid risks in these cities whose 
membership would be of great advan- 
tage. I fully believe that under the di- 
rection of the executive counsel means 
could be provided for the proper ee- 
lection on the subject." 


The following Is a synopsis o£ ihe 


Law .Committees report: 


"At the last national convention a 


determined effort was made to secure 
the admission of the societies Jurisdic- 
tion of several large cities, including St. 
Louis and San Francisco. The soci- 
eties law bars all cities having 200,000 
or more population. 
The 
committee 


submits an amendment to Woodmen 
law providing that the executive coun- 
cil may, in its discretion, establish and' 
maintain local camps In any part of 
the excepted cities, if upon investiga- 
tion it finds It safe and'desirable terri- 
tory.

that the basis of representation be left 
at present—one delegate for each 1500 
members or major fraction, but that In 
no case shall there be more.-thari 325 
delegates elected to the national con- 
vention."
